legislation. Tho present

BIll Provides for All

“If the proposals of the ~harier re-
vislon committee nre adopted, all clty
and county deparimentr, Including those
In the twilight gone, are brought under
civil mervice. In order to avold eon-
stitutlonal difficultier, the county eivil
nervice s provided for In a meparate
bl

“The present civil service law is nd-
ministered by n commission of thres
members sppointed by the Mayoer for
overlnpping terms of five vears sl re-
movable nt the pleasure of the Mavor.

“The proposed law will be adminis-
tered by a single commissloner, chosen
for a term of four years by a two-thirds
vote of all the members elected o0 the
City Couneil. Under the provisions of
the countly civil service bill he Wil sorve
ax ex-ofMclo county civil se\ice commis,
sloner,

“The present law

requires the clvil

mervice commission to submit the names |

of four eligible persona for a single va-
cancy., This permitg of wider cholfs
by the appointing ofMeer than experlenca
has shown to be necessary nnd It opens

the way to favoritism.
“Under the propored law. only two
namea will be submitied for a single

vacancy,

“At the present time ne policeman or
fireman may be dismissed from the serv.
jer without & right te be heard before
a court of trial, eomposed of members
of his department. of equal or superior
rank. No such protection. however, |s
accarded other clty dr county employes.

*Under the proposed law, nol only no-
licamen and firemen, but all emploves
who ecriie within the scope of civil serv-
ice provislons will have the right to be
heard hefore a trinl honrd designated
hy the elvil service commissioner, The
decialon of this board, when approved
by the commissloner, s binding upon the
appointing edficer,  In ¢ase of i decision
of dlumissal, however, the accusedl em-

" ploye may, within ten days. appeal to the

Court of Common Pleas for & new hear-
Ing in this court.

“The Bhern net malies It unlawful for
city employas to take netive part in pali-
ties and provides that in case uny em-
ploye violates this nct he shall be dis-
missed elther by the Mayor or by
wuperior ofMcer. Since politica! nctivily
on the part of city employes is vsurlly
in response to the desire of the superioe
officers, It has proven an Ineffective
